New Delhi, the 1st November, 2000 

No. 6 / 8 / 99 -EPZu —The Government of India have announced h new '^henie in^the 
Export and Import jPoIicy (indbrporating amendments made up to 31.3.2000) for 
setting up of Special Economic Zones in the country to promote exports. The policy 
provide? that Spec^l Econortic Zone may be s6t up in public, ppvate, joint sector or 
by State GoVanment as notified by the Ministry of Commerce & Ihdustry. The 
existing Export Processing Zones may also be converted in to Special Economic 
Zones. 

2. Accordingly, Government of India have decided to convert the Santa Cruz 
Electronics Export Processing Zone (SEEPZ), Mumbai, in the State of Maharashtra, 
into Special Economic Zone. The main features of the Zone will be: 

i) The units in the Zone will be obliged to achieve positive net foreign exchange 
earning; 

ii) The units in the Zone will be given certain facilities and entitlements in the 
matter of import of raw materials, components, capital equipment etc. notified 
separately. 

3. The Zone will continue to be under the administrative control of the Ministry 
of Commerce and Industry (Department of Commerce) and the Development 
Commissioner will be in charge of the day to day administration. 

l3. The conversion will take with effect from the date of this resolution.
